These will be sup- 
plemented bjr stipends given by 
Swiss educational -institutions and 
societies under the Swiss Ameri- 
can Student Exchange. The grants 
were established in 1927 in appre- 
ciation of those given ,by Ameri- 
can colleges and universities for 
ISwiss students. 

The American-Swiss Founda- 
tion for Scientific Exchange of- 
fers one or more grants for ad- 
vanced research in , the natural 
and medical sciences. Candidates 
must hold the Ph. D.- or M. D. 
degree by date of -departure.
